The Institute for Effective Governance held its first spring board development
seminar May 19-20 in Lexington. Fifty-three board and Council members
attended. The focus was on the need to work together to advocate for
institutional, community, and statewide support for the postsecondary
education agenda. Breakout sessions were offered on the board/CEO
relationship; supporting CEOs, including hiring, evaluating, and compensating;
partnerships among institution foundations, governing boards, and the
administration in advancing the public agenda; and the role of faculty and staff
in advancing the public agenda.
